Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 

be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process, such as being bonded or molded to structural 
or clothing articles which are desired to have a photochromic response. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Should applicant elect Group I, the following species 
are noted: 

Species A, that directed to creating a sharp segment line on a molded lens; and 

Species B, that directed to reducing bleeding on a molded lens.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
